3. HB 536 requiresthat OPI supervise and coordinate the programs for gifted and talented students by hiring

acoordinator to train and support school digtrict personne on curriculum and classroom ingtruction

techniques for providing appropriate academic services to and experiences for gifted and talented children.
4. To meet the requirements of HB536, OPI will need to hire an education specidist (Grade 16 @ $48,467
for salary and benefits). The position will need an operating budget of $15,000 for materids, travel and

overhead.
